Surrounded only by immediate mem- 
bers of thelr families, the candidates 
plan to receive the election return at 
their homes. Tomorrow Mr. Wilson 
will go to Princeton to yote, while Mr. 


Hughes will cast his ballot in New 
York. 
Officials to be elected follow: Prest- 


dent and vice-president; thirty-three 
United States senators; four hundred 
and thirty-five members of the house; 
thirty-five governors; legislatures and 
other minor state offices. 


Women Have Prominent Part. 


Women’s part in tho presidential 
election is one of the outstanding fea- 
tures. In one quarter of the 48 states 
women have the vote this year. he 
twelve states are Wyoming, Colorado, 
Utah, Idaho, Washington, CaNfornia, 
Arizona, Kansas, Oregon, Nevada, 
Montana and Illinois. 
the last named six states have the vote 
for the president this year for the first 
time. The interest political Jeaders 
take in this vote can be appreciated 
when it is seen that the states involved 
have ninety-one electoral votes, a little 
more than one-sixth of the electoral 
colleges tylal yote, __ sive 
eannette.

presentatives, 


Odds Narrow in Betting. 


For the first time in the history of 
Wall street, betting on the outcome of 
a presidential election, today, the day 
before the votes are to be counted, the 
odds narrowed, 
the odds on “election Monday” have 
remained as they were or have fallen 
wider apart, 

At the opening of business in Wall 
street, the odds were ten to seven on 
Hughes, the same as Saturday. By 
noon the odds had narowed to ten to 
eight and a half, with bets made at 
these figures. Just before the close of 
business bets were made on the curb 
at ten to nine. On the stock exchange 
floor the odds on large amounts were 
ten to eight on Hughes.

NOT TO BLAME 
FOR INEFFICIENCY 


This is Opinion of Ottawa Paper 
in Discussing Overseas Medi- 
cal Service

OTTAWA, Nov. 6.—The Evening 
Journal says: 

“The intimation which came by 
cable on Saturday from England that 
Surgeon General Guy Carleton Jones 
had resumed duty as director of over- 
seas medical services indicates that Sir 
George Perley has come to the conclu- 
sion that General Jones is not respon- 
sible for any inefficiency which has 
exhibited itself here and there in the 
Canadian’ Medical Service, and that he 
will be entrusted with the task of re- | 
modelling the service, so far as it is | 
deemed necessary to do so. 

“It is stated here tnat Dr. Bruce, of 
Toronto, the eminent surgeon wh) re- 
ported upon conditions to General 
Hughes, will remain in England to as- 
sist General Jones in introducing more 
efficient methods into the service 
where such is required. 

“It is also stated that General 
Jones will be given a freer hand than 
he has had, and that it was not with 
his approval certain appointments 
were made.”

This change in policy from that first made, namely of training 
the soldiers in Canada as long as possible, has been taken in view 
of the fact that the troops must be ready for the field by spring 
and the training can be conducted much more quiekly in England 
during the winter months than would be possible in the corres- 


ponding period in this country. 


The great rush on the part of towns and cities to have troops 
quartered in their respective municipalities will avail them little, 
because they will soon be on the high seas.

6.—Additional progress 
was made during Monday by ‘the 
French troops operating in the north- 
ern part of St. Pierre-Vaast Wood, and 
more than 600 prisoners have been 
taken by them, according to the of- 
[taker communication issued tonight. 
The statement continues: 

“It is confirmed that the enemy in 
the course of his violent counter at- 
tacks last night on our positions in the 
St. Pierre-Vaast Wood suftered very 
heavy losses, On the Verdun sector 
there has been only an artillery strug- 
gie, which continued in the Douau- 
mont-Vaux-Damloup ‘region. In the 
Vosges, a sudden attack on one of our 
small posts in the beeht Valley failed. 
On the remainder of the front calm 
prevailed,” 

British Report. 

LONDON, Noy. 6.—"Our front be- 
tween the Ancre and the Somme was 
heavily shelled today, especially In the 
neighborhood of Lesbouefs and Le 
Sars,” says the war office communica- 
tion issued this evening. “On our 
right we continued the consolidation of 
the ground occupied yesterday. Our 
artillery and trench mortars sucess- 
fully bombarded hostile trenches south 
of Armentieres, Yesterday, in spite of 
the gale, our aircraft did useful work 
observing for the artillery. Our ma- 
chine was in the air more than three 
hours,”

EDMONTON BOY 
| TELLS STORY OF 


TAKING TRENCH 


Leo Thibault, of 51st, Whose 
Father is in 2338rd, Has Been 
Wounded For Third Time 


Private Leo Thibault, of the 61st 
battalion, whose father is a corporal in 
the 288rd battalion, and whose name 
has appeared in the casualty lists for 


‘the third time as being wounded, has 


written an interesting letter regarding 
the operations on the western front, 
He says 

“L have been very lowg without 
writing you, as my third wound has 
ben in the right shoulder, which 
forced me to rest my right arm and 
hand for over two long weeks, I can 
now use both for the most necessaries 
of life, such as eating, and, even as 
you see, force them to write, 

“T was wounded by a shrapnel 
which struck me over the shoulder,in- 
flicting a wound straight down to the 
middle of the back. I was obliged to 
stay a week before the first chance 
to be operated upon. 

“Lam transferred to the King 


| George's Canadian Military Hospital 


in England. We are very well cared 
for. Canadians are very well organ- 
ized at the front, and they are second 
to none in comfort no more than in 
courage and daring. 

“T expect going back to the front at 
the end of November and certainly 


{not later than Christmas. 


“The morning of my last fight we 
had to attack the Germans with or- 
ders to dislodge them of their three 
first trenches, the first being at about 
50 yards from ours, At nine in the 


{morning we were told by our captain 
{that the hour of ‘the attack was 


twenty past twelve. We should each 
carry six bombs, rifles in good order, 


,ten cartridges in the magazine and 
jone in the barrel, bayonet fixed and 
jnewly sharpened, 


Watching Hands of Clock 
“At about ten we were all roady, 
anxiously waiting for the moment to 
attack, We knew we had all kinds of 
help following closely to us. At eleven 
lunch was served, but nobody cared 


/much for it, and we did not take ad- 


vantage of its coming to us. We were 
watching the hands of our watches 
with feverish anxiety, as if afraid to 
miss the coming show and excitement. 

“As soon us Were out of our trench 
there was no more anxiety but longing 


| for action. The German >machine 


guns were at once operated with 
readful skill. Batteries fired all 
around us, bombs exploded = every- 
where, and billets whizzed past our 
ears; the men were falling fast. 

“We took no time to stop and think 
that may be not one of us would 
reach tfie goal; we were just rushing 
with the one end in view—-there were 
Germans right ahead, 

“About five hundred reached the 
goal, The others lay scattered on the

“T reached the first trench with 
those remaining. At about 80 or 40 
feet we fired our bombs in the Ger- 
man trench, The Germans yelled like

Why it has failed 
to function, when it ‘ceased, or 
whether it has really ceased to 
exist or only to function, are mat- 
ters shrouded in mystery like to 
that which surrounds the causes of 
the cost of living. However 
these things be, the Government 
has no anticipation that the public 
will get from that body any re- 
turn for the money spent on it. 
And from their experience with it 
the Ministers seem to have drawn 
the conclusion that they will not 
appoint another commission of 
the same kind, nor even start the 
old one going again.

Ninety-four new school districts 
have been established-in Alberta 
during the year. Considering the 
thousands of men who have been 
drawn into the arniy, including 
hundreds of -homesteaders from 
the newer settled parts of the 
country, the record is not less than 
remarkable. It shows both that 
the people are getting on the land 
and that they are the right sort of 
people. 


The field crops of the province 
are expected to yield about one 
hundred and twenty million 
bushels of grain of all kinds. At 
an average price of fifty cents per 
bushel this yieid would represent 
an income of sixty million dollars, 
or. about 120 per head of the popu- 
lation of the province, When there 
is added the proceeds from live 
stock, dairy and poultry products, 
and vegetables, the revenue of the 
Alberta farmer must average out 


at a remarkab'e figure. Nowhere 
in the world is. the condition. of 


the farmer more quickly or de- 
cisively shown in the conditions of 
the community generally. — This 
year’s crop should put business 
‘‘on its feet’’ in the cities as well 
as in the smaller towns. 


Dr, Bruce’s report on the man- 
agement of the Canadian military 
hospital service in England is to 
the effect that it has been managed 
as the letting of war contracts and 
the purchase of horses and boots 
were managed in Canada. It is 
the more convincing that Dr. 
Bruce was sent over to make in- 
vestigation and report for cause. 
The Auditor-General was on his 
way to England when the Bruce 
report came through. It was one 
of those awkward situations in 
which the only way to soften the 
effect of the auditor’s coming find- 
ing was to beat him to it with a 
confession, Sir Sam will now, of 
course, make a bid for credit on 
the ground that he exposed this 
part of the bungling that has 
grown up under his direction of 
military affairs. That he did it 
ina hurry, when the Auditor- 
General was headed for England, 
is the point worth remembering. 

General Sam Steele has been 
made president of a board in Lon- 
don whose business is to find mili- 
tary employment for Canadian 
officers who are left stranded in 
England when their commands 
are broken up and sent to France 
as drafts to reinforce more for- 
tunate units. As this process of 
vivisection is carried on wholesale 
there must be some thousands of 
Canadian officers now in England 
with little to do but wonder what 
they can do, and their number is 
increased by every battalion that 
is torn into fragments to supply 
reinforcements for the selected 
units which have been allowed to 
go to the front intact. Having 
been side-tracked himself, General 
Steele is well situated to appreci- 
ate both the position and the feel- 
ings of these officers. If there is 
work for them he is likely to find 
it, if given the necessary authority. 
If there is not work for them he is 
the sort of man who is likely to 
tell the Government plainly that 
the Minister who landed these 


men in a humiliating predicament 
of 


is the party to find* means 
getting them out of it.
